It-was 
ascertained that the name of the latter was Au- 
gust Bohl or Bohie. A savings bank book dis- 
covered on Unger when he was arrested showed 
that the dead man had about $1,519 on deposit 
at the Franklin Savings Pawk Boh! visited 
the bank October 6, 18=6, and made a deposit. 
He gave 1550 as the year of his bDirth, his 
occupation that of batcher, and-his residence 
No. 208 West Thirty-reventh Street. He 
made several other deposits, at one time 
having $2,300 on deposit. He was last at 
the bank in the early part of the month, 
when he drew asmall sum against his account. 
From a friend of the deceased, named Andrew 
Bieser, Jr.. of No. 695 Ninth avenue, it was as- 
certained that he was born in the eastern part 
of Prussia, was of about 150 pounds weight, 
had blonde hair, small light-colored mustache, 
and gray eyes. ‘Fhe only distinctive mark on 
his bedy was the malformation of a bent finger 
on one of his hands, “I first§ met Bohl,” said 
Mr. Beiser, “in Clasrow, Seotiand, in 1373. 
Two years later he wasa partner with aman 
named Feresicer, engaged in the manufacture 
of becf and sheep casingsin Bradford, Enag- 
land.

He then went to 
a western town called Passillem, in either 
IK.ansas or Nebraska, and remained there uatil 
late in September, when he returned to this 
city and deposited $1,000 in the Franklin Sav- 
ings bank.

THE MURDERER’S CAREER 

Or Edward Unger, it was found that he was 
born in Magdeburg, Prussia, and came here 
when he was fifteen years old. Several of his 
37 ycars of life in this country he passed as a 
sailor before the mastandas mate in sailing 
vessels. He entered the nayal service during 
the rebellion, serving on the federal gunboat 
ila onthe Potomac river. After two years’ 
scrvice he was discharged, in Imfi4.and_ reen- 
listed, being sent te the transport ship south 
Carolina, where he became master’s mate. He 
Icft the service at the «lose of the war and set- 
thd in New York. in the spring 

IGF he kept a small grocery 

Mott street. fterward he kept a 
siloon at Market and Water streets. It was 
called “The Hour.’ This place was a resort 
fur the ruffians of the fourth and seventh 
wards.

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TRACKING THE ROBSERS 


Encounter in Which 
iKillegt. 
ALBUQUERQUE. N. M., January 30.—Two 
dciectives, accompanied by four determined 
men. with bloodhounds, started a short time 
ago in*pursuit of a gang of train robbers, who 
have been operating in this vicinity for the 
past six months. The robbers were tracked 
into the halls of a canyon near LBelen station, 
Ss) miles south of here, and when they 
discovered that they were surrounded, they 
made a bloedy defense at close range. The 
tehbers proved to be four in number, and well 
armed, The detectives demanded their sur- 
render, but they answered the demand with a 
volley of lead, and a regular battle commen- 
ced. The detectives and their party were vic- 
tors. During the fight Hardy Foster, one of 
the robbers, was fatally wounded, 
but lived long enough to make 
coniession implicating the whole parcy. Two 
others were captured, but the fourth made his 
escape. One of the captured men proved to be 
Charlie Ross, who murdered Marshal McGuire, 
of this city, last November, and subsequently 
broke jail. The name of the other is Leslie 
Boise, and he is a native of West Herford, 
Texas. Both men are now lodged in jail, 
which is surrounded by a sheriffs posse. 
Lynching is favored, and it is feared that it 
will be carried out.

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MYSTERIOUS STRANGER 


WHO CLAIMS TO BE THE RES- 
URECTED BRIGHAM YOUNG. 
The Queor Story Told by the Honse-Keeper of a 
Wealthy Engiish Mormon—Salt Lake People 
Visiting the Mysterious Personage— 
Excitement Among the Mormons. 


LincoLtx, Neb., January 30.---Two miles 
south of this city, standsa palatial residence 
owned by an English gentleman long 
identified with the Mormon church. The 
residence bas been unattended for the last two 
years, save by an old servant named White, 
who was connected with the Jezrels of Lon- 
don, asect similar: to the Mormons. White 


‘elaims that he was defrauded by them out of 


his property, and latterly became converted to 
the Mormon faith. He was considered a trust- 
worthy man, and, was therefore, partially 
through necessity, taken inte the confidence 
of the leaders of the Mormon church of Zion. 
which, according to his statement, is about to 
perpetrate a fraud to which he -is @uWilling to 
become a party. fle says: 
THE MYSTERIOUS STRANGER, 

Two moths ago there arrived at the mansion 
an cld gentleman, bearing letters from my 
master in Londow, the purport of which was 
to obey his every wish, and to keep his pres- 
ence a secret to all except those to whom he 
saw fit to reveal himself. Within a week per- 
sons began to arrive at the house in twos and 
threes. They were from Salt Lake City, aud 
held long, whispered consultations with my 
mysterious guest. 

At first I did not care who or what he was. 
Little by little I gathered from stray remarks 
that he was a person of note, and soon after 
the truth buist upon me that he was none other 
than Brigham Young, the great prophet of our 
church, who is apparentiy to be resurrected 
from the dead, aud preach to the people 
of Zion as one having returned from the grave 
to tell -what lies beyond. That his death and 
burial were a deception will soon be seen by 
the whole world, while thousands of his ignor- 
ant believers bow at his feet, and he dictates to 
them their ways of life. 

My guests, the visitors, arc men of high 
standing, as their appearance indicates, and it 
was in conversation with one of them, who 
supposed from the way talked that 1 
knew all, that my suspicions were verified. 
My informant said that Brigham Young had 
risen from his grave in Salt Lake City, and was 


instructing his disciples here, in erder to pre-. 


pare help for the great event of his 
coming. My only reason for telling these 
facts is that.I am an old man with but little to 
gain in this world, and do not want to sce the 
people deluded as | have been. The Zezrels 
absorbed my competence and now the Mor- 
mons have broken my faith. 
IDENTIFLED AS BRIGHAM YOUNG, 

The old man told the story with sincerity 
that warranted further investigation. and a 
merchant who formerly did business in Salt 
Lake City drove out to the mansion yesterday, 
and rapped at the door. Receiving no re- 
sponse, he started around the house to apply at 
the rear, when through the long window he 
saw the form and features of the old man, 
who was sitting inside. As he 
was unaware of his presence, the 
merchant approached to within a few feet of 
the window, scauning the old man’s face close- 
ly, and stepped back immediately, pronouneed 
the man to be brigham Young, whose marked 
features he had olien studied in Salt Lake 
City. and which owce seen, he says. can never 
be forgotten. For a few moments the man 

j ly, and then raised his hand 
brow. revealing the sear

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WEEK IN CONGRESS 
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THE 


The Business Which is Likelw to 
During the Week. 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—The railroad at- 
torney bill, which, by vote of the senate, was 
yesterday buried deep in the calendar, but 
which, by the persistency of Senator Beck. 
was restored to the position of ‘unfinished 
business,” wil] prohably suffer no further post- 
ponements except for the regular appropria- 
tion bills, It willecome up at 2 o'clock tomor- 
row, but will give place te the sundry civil 
bill, and if not brought to a vote without much 
further discussion, is likely to be pushed aside 
later in the week by the Indian and military 
academy appropriation hills. Beyond this no 
forecast of the business of the week in the sen- 
ate can be made. 

The republican caucus has already begun the 
work of outlying the “ order of business” tor 
the rest of the session; but so many measures 
are pressed for position at the head of the list, 
that the task préves to bea difficult one. An- 
other caucus on the subject will soon be held, 
and meanwhile the senate will devote its spare 
moments to miscellaneous matters on the cal- 
endar. 

Save the possible reopening of the tariff 
question, by the friends of Mr. Randall, it is 
probable that this week’s proceedings in the 
house will not be of commanding interest. 
The agricultural, diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bjils are likely to be taken 
up in their order, aud will probably 
be followed by the naval appropriation bill, or 
one of the postponed special orders. The ses- 
sionsof Tuesday evening and Thursday have 
heen set apart for the consideration of meas- 
ures reported by the military cemmittce and 
the committee on foreign afluirs respectively. 
The present indications are that the committee 
will net be able ou that day to present its re 
port upon the fisheries retaliatory bills. 

The conference reports on the various meas 
ures, including the anti-polygamy bill, the 
lund grant forfeiture bills, and the report of 
the judiciary committee on the Hawaiian 
treaty resolution, may be reported at any open 
Lilie,

_ BEL yst,.Janvary. 30.—There was terrible 
; in Pete. shill, Corrickhill and Shankill 
ofthis c’ty on Saturday mght. The 
originated through the sol- 
‘Belonging {fo the West Surrey 
regiment insulting a number of Cuth- 
-* Chyilians. The latter retaliated by 
+the soldiers, many of whom were in 
jured. This was followed by wholesale ar 
resis, over 100 persons being placed in the lock 
up. A constable engaged in this duty was se- 
rig@isly injured by the excited crowd. Finally 
the ry pickets were called out and quiet 
was resiored. This evening the rioting was 
renewed, and at this hour the police and the 
mebere exchanging shots. Thirty persons are 
reported: killed and « hundred or more injured. 
Altogether fifty rieters have been arrested 
The trouble originated Saturday nightin a row 
between the Protestants and Catholics. The 
arfival of the police incensed the mob and led 
to the free use of revolvers and stones. 
Thc . police were compelled to 
fire for their own protection. The 
mayor and other authorities did their best to 
prevent a renewal of the rioting tonight, but 
without success. Although tonight's atfray 
was sinall, compared wiih those on Saturday, 
only three persons were arrested tonight. The 
outhyeak tonight was caused by the appear- 
auce 6f two constable wh@ gave evidence 
before the riots investigation com- 
missigen. The constablés were roughly 
handled and reinforcements had to be called 
out. Seme prisoners were taken, and the 
crowd tried to rescue them, when the poliee 
were jgain compelled to fire in their own de- 
fense,. One constable was severely wounded 
and was sent to the infirmary. The others 
who Were injured were taken to their homes. 
it bas been learned that nobody was killed, 
Lut that. many persons received gun shot 
wounds- anda large number of others Were 
more ér less bruised by being struck by stones.

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FIGHTING THE ARCHBISHOP. 


A Large and Motley Crowd in Favor of Dr. 
McGlynn, 

NeW York, January 30.—The Academy of 
Musi* was crowded tonight in response to the 
callof the Central Labor Union for a mass 
mecting to express their disapproval of the acts 
of Archbishop Corrigan in suspending Rev. Dr. 
Edwatd McGlynn from St. Stephen's Roman 
Catholie church, for alleged insubordination 
in sp@aking at a_ political gathering. 
On the stage were Henry George: Colonel 
Rk. J. Hinton, Jno. McMakin, James Archibald, 
Louis Post, James FE. Quinu, John G. Gahon. 
of the Irish Herald, Patrick Ford, of the 
irish World, Austin Ford, Win. A. Creasdale 
and other prominent labor agitators and lead- 
ing Catholics. Ten cents admission has been 
paid by over 5,000 persons, and a number paid 
on@dotlar each for seats in private boxes. 

Patrick Crowe, in assuming the chair, drew 
a comparison between Father McGlynn, who 
had served the poor faithfully on a salary of 
$200 a-year, and the lord in the archbishop’s 
palace. He concluded with the sentiment of 
Daniel O'Connell: ‘Give us ali the religion you 
like from Rome, "but no polities,” and this 
scemed te be the tone of the meeting through- 
out. 

Strong resolutions were adopted protesting 
against the removal of Dr. McGlynn, and de- 
claring* that while fully recognizing the right 
of even vitizeu, be he layman, priest or bishop, 
to partitipate by voiceand votein all 
mutters to resent any attempt 
uby ec@lesiastical authority in 
out of the United States to bring religion into 
politics. and to eeerce its ministers iu the ex 
of the rights of citizenship, as violatioa 
of that principal of ubsolute separation vO! 
church and state that is, and ever has been, 
one.of the chief bulwarks of American liberty.’ 


GREAT STRIKE. 
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A Day Passes Without Disturbance of Ans 
Sort. 

New York, January 30.---The great strike 
coutipnued today without disturbance: <A ru- 
mor was afloat, which contained both a threat 
and a warning. ‘The former was that the sup- 
ply of coal to the gas companies wonld be cut 
otf ina week, and the latter « warning to 
housekeepors to be prepared with lamps; in 
case of emergeucy.

How the Freudulent Whisky is Made—Tricks of 


the Meoushiners—A Typical Dlicit Distiller— 
Whisky Making and Drinkinug—The Way 
in Which They Live Together. 


From the N. Y. Commercial Advertiser. 

There isa portion of Virginia Whichis as 
wild and desolate as any part of the west. It 
is situated in the southwestern part of the state, 
where the country is mountainous, and it in- 
cludes the, counties of Pittsylvania, Patrick, 
Henry and Jranklin. The inhabitants are 
sturdy mountaineers, uneducated and uncouth. 
yet ready to lend aid to a frieud and shelter to 
a stranger ifthey are not suspicious of him. 
The land is so mountainous that it can scarcely 
be cultivated, and the cropsare small and the 
quality of the products is poor. The chief pro- 
ducts are beef, butter, eggs and last, ard most 
of all, is natural corn whisky. The people are 
barmless and hospitable, but are desperate and 
fearless when their unlawful business is inter- 
fered with. 

They fear neither (:od nor man. They fear 
not Ged, for in one county there are but two 
churehes, and one of these has had no pastor 
for six months past, and there seems no wild 
desire on the part of the inhabitants to get an- 
other. They fear not man, for rarely does a 
mouth pass without some shooting allair oceur- 
ing. in which generally both parties are killed. 
‘There are some famijies in these mountains 
who have been at daggers drawn with each 
other for many years, and when a representa- 
tive of one family mects one of another there is 
usually a ght. lu a certain feud 
there have been’ eighteen, men _ killed 
within the last few years, and noone has heen 
convicted or even tried. There are no rail- 
roads in some of these counties, and when one 
of the mountaineers gets too much of his own 
corn whisky the current expression is that he 
doesn't “care whether the railroad runs or 
not.” 

The greater portionof these people are to- 
tally uneducated, but they have an uncommon 
amount of natural shrewdness and cunning, 
They are not brave, but are desperate men. 
A man who would run ina fight would have 
Be kind to them, and 
their natural hospitality crops out and they 
willallow no one to pay for anything. Be 
overbearing, and one’s life is nota very valu- 
able aiticle. ‘The conntry is rugged and rough 
and i3 valuable only for the almost immeasur- 
able amount of iron ore which is found every- 
where. Frequently surveyors find that the 
necdles of their compasses vary so much that 
it i, almost impossible to make a survey, and 
with an ordinary piece of ore the needle can 


be turned around the entire circumfereuce of | 


the box, so great is the magnetism of the iron 
WHISKY MAKING AND DRINKING. 

The greater portion of the population is en- 
gaged in the business of distilling whisky, 
and they do not think it is unlawful unless 
they are caught. They consider it perfectly le- 
gitimate to beat “Untle Sam,” as they famil- 
iarlv speak of the government, and they argue 
that as other trades are allowed to proceed 
without a license they do not see why their's 
should be taxed. They forget the law and 
look only to thealleged injustice of the tax. 
The greater part of the whisky made is corn 
whisky. The stills are scattered here, there 
end everywhere, antl so concealed under rocks 
beside streams of water. in caves and in thick 
copses. that it is almost impossible for revenue 
agents fo detect them. The process of making 
the whisky is very simple, and children cight 
or ten years of age oftentimes run the stills. 
The corn is put into a large tub with water in 
certain proportions, and allowed ten days to 
ferment, or, as the natives express it, to “work 
off.” Then itis put into a worn, and in 
twenty-four hours it becomes whisky. Then 
redistilled, and the product ‘is pure, 
unadulturated whisky. The capacity of the 
stills ranges from forty to ninety gallons, and 
the price for the illicit product ranges from 
fifty cents to seventy-tive cents a gallon. The 
revenue tax placed upon whisky by the 
vovernment is ninety cents a gallon and thus 
it will seem that these people sell it for less 


it Is 


than what they would have to pay for duty if | 


they carried on the business legitimately. 

These people rarely drink water. The cnil- 
dren are raised on whisky, and the amount 
that a boy or girl ten years of age can drink 
would astonish even a New York rounder. 
Frequently the writer has seena boy of ten 
years of age hold a pint cup up under the still, 
and drink it off without a wince or any appar- 
ent evil after effect. The women are perfect 
viragos, and drink much more whisky than 
the men. They are more frequently intoxicat- 
ed than the men, and are ever’ willing and 
ready to engage in a fight when their. hus- 
bands or brothers are attacked. Notwithstand- 
ing the almost absolute want of moralits 
among these people, they are very strict 
as to the marriage reijiation, and it is a rare 
thing to hear of any improper conduct among 
them in this way. However bitter a feud may 
exist between the families of these people. 
when thev are attacked by a body of revenue 
agents, they will join together. forget all fends 
and fight like tigers. One of them who in- 
forms the governmeut agents of an illicit still 
nust determine beforehand never to return to 
his native country. juta few months ago a 
man informed the government agents that 
certain illicit stills were in operation, and in 
three days after he had returned home his 
tongue was cutout. That isa fact. 

A TYPICAL MOONSHINER. 

During a recent trip to Virginia, the writer 
met Captain Vaughn, a revenue agent, of Dan- 
ville, Pittsylvania county. on his way te the 
Albany penitentiary with 4 young man named 
David W. Cox, who bad been distilling whisky 
without a license since he was eight years of 
age. Young Cox hasthe honest, open face 
that these mountaineers have, and scemed to 
enjoy the notoriety that his conviction would 
give him, He talked freely of how the basi- 
ness of, distilling illicit whisky was carried 
op, and declared that as soon as he had 
served his vear and a half for “tnele 
Sam,” he would go straight back and engage 
in the business again. Said he: “] don’t care 
about going to the penitentiary. I'd just as 
lieve go there as to hve corn, and then when I 
get home I will entertain the boys fora vear 
telling them my éxperiences.” 

The captain seemed very well acquainted 
with the prisoner, and familiarly called him 
“Dave.” said the captain: “Oh, Dave won't 
stop there three mouths. The congressman 
iscan Gur district always stops at his house, in 
the mcuntains, and he'll see ‘old Grover’ and 
have him back home making whisky inside of 
>] ring. 

(ox told bow the whisky was gotten to the 
parket, and of the many ingenious ways these 
uncducated mouutaineers get the best of the 
government. “I've carried hundreds of bar- 
reis, said he. “tothe market in Danville in 
this way. I get a barrel and put a tin tap in it 
about an inch in diameter, and fill it with mo- 
lasses. -lf anybedy should ask you what you 
bave in your barrel, turn your spigot. and out 
will come the prettiest molasses you ever saw. 
Take out the bung, however, and you'll find 
the harrel would be filled with good old 
com whisky or apple brandy. After 
awhile that scheme played out, 
and then I «used to take a barrel 
build a box around it, fill it areund with saw- 
dust co that it woundn’t rattle, and mark it 
‘butte@ Idon’t believe that we ever paid 
duty On over thirty gallons of whisky in our 
lives. I’ve got $5,000 in the bank I’ve made, 
and I don’t mind serving ‘the old man’ a year 
and a half, because he’s served me pretty well.” 
Cox talked in this strain for hours, and joking- 
ly remarked to his k that he wished 
a present of those 
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bracelets he had on, referring to the haad- 
cuffs which ‘were upon his wrists. 

Captain Vaughn told many interesting inci- 
dents which had transpired in his mauy yeams 
of service as revenue agent, and said: “It's ay 
use fo try to bulldoze these people, because 
they'd just as lieve shoot you as wink. Iy’s 
travelled all over these mountains alone—and 
there are very few roads—and | have never 
got into a scrape but once or twice. I remem- 
berence I went after a mn, and after ex- 
changing shots with him two or three times ] 
succeededin arresting him. I was carrying 
him off. when up rap the women folks and 
proceeded to attack me with axes. | turned 
around onthe man and told him that I 
didn’t want him and that he could go heme, 
and I got to my horse and went hame. 
I'd rather fight five men than two of those 
women, because they are terrible fighters.”’ 

The captain was a typical Virginian. He 
was lean and tal}: he wore a moustache and « 
large goatee, and aslouch hat, and in his belt 
was a large horse pistol of the most formidable 
character. But he had been im the war, and 
bravery was stamped on every outline. “My 
experience with these people has been,” said 
he, “that, if you treat them kindly and trast 
them. they are as gentle and hospitable as any 
people on the face of the earth. They way I 
do when I want to arrest a man upin the 
mountains is this: I ride up alone, stop at his 
house and tell him squarely that I want him: 
tell him what for. and tell him to come dowa 
te the court house on such and such a day. 
They take it calmly, and if they tell you 
they'll come, you can calculate they'll be 
there. But if they say they won't come, that 
settles it,and you've got to get em the best 
way you can. The chances are about tente 
one that you won't find any way to get ‘em. 
Why, oftentimes I have sat in my office and 
have written a note to them to come dowa— 
that they were wanted—and, believe it or not 
as you will, they generally came. 

A SHARP SCHEME. 

“But they won't be arrested. You'd be sur- 
priced to know how sharp these people are. 
Now, this boy that I have here was not con- 
victed for illicit distilling, although he has 
some twenty-eight or thirty warrants out 
against him for that, but he was convicted for 
committing frauds upon the U nited States court. 
He has no education to speak of, but he has 
played a shrewd scheme uponthe courts for 
live years. The way he did was this: Once upon 
a time he was summoned as a witness in a case, 
and got the mileage and fees. Ever since that 
time he has been going tothe United States 
courts at Abingdon, Lynchburg and 
Danville, making out his own war 
rants for witness fees, presenting them te the 
clerk, tollecting them, and going off home. He 
was nev 2r detected until last year. He worked 
- scheme with the aid of a United States mar- 
shal.’’ 

“Yes,” said Cox. “the marshal has been ar- 
rested, and before long, I guess, he will join me 
in Albany.’ He seemed to contemplate this 
with great.delight, and he added that he would 
guy him when he came to Albany. He had 
never been in a regular penitentiary, and 
looked forward with eagerness to what ap- 
peared perfect bliss to him. 

He described with every detail how he had 
fooled “those smart Alecks’ at the courts, 
and chuckled with great satisfaction. Hesaid 
that “it was real good of Uncle Sam to give 
him such a nice trip to New York.” He had 
never been out of Virginia before. At Wash- 
ington he drank a pint of whisky with the 
greatest ease, and remarked that it had been 
“doctored.” He was delighted with the wide 
streets, the electric lights and the other sights. 

Cox sat up one night inthe smoking car on 
theway to New York. He had more than $100 
in his pocket and spentit freely. He bought 
two pints—thece men never reckon except by 
pints—and the next morning when he arrived 
in New York he did not haveadrop. He was 
wild with delight when he crossed the farry 
from Jersey City and enjoyed his ride on the 
elevated road greatly. He-spent half the day 
looking around, and when the writer told him 
of the beauty of the Hudson river he said he 
was glad he was going that way. 

As the writer parted with him he said, 
laughingly: “I'll bet a pint I'l) be out by 
spring.” Captain Vaughn said: “Did you ever 
see such a careless rascal in all your life?’ 
The writer confessed that he never had.

Nelson 
Manufacturing company, which last March 
adopted the profit-sharing system for the Rap 
vention of strikes and for the maintenance of”~ 
good feeling between the company and em- 
ployes, have declared a dividend of > per cent 
on salaries to employes, which has been paid in 
cath or interest-bearing certificates. The em- 
ploves, numbering about eighty, work fifty-five 
hours a week at full pay for the old ten hours 
a day rates. After allowing 7 percent per year 
on the capital invested, the profits are divided 
equally upon the total amount of wages paid 
and capital «employed. New features are to 
be added to the plan for the present year. ‘Ten 
per cent is to go toarelief fund for the em- 
ploves, 10 per cent to a surplus fund to cover 
losing years and 2 percent for an employes’ 
library. Mr. Nelson and the employes are all 
well satisfied with the system so far.

FROSPECTS ABOUT PLAINVILT.£. 
An Engineer Corps in the Wilds of Geor- 


gia. 

In CAMP NEAR PLAINVILLE, Ga., East Ten- 
neseee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad, January 
£7, 1887.—Editors Constitution: A well or- 
ganized prospecting party, formed some six 
weeks ego in Cincinnati, has just come into 
camp here. 

Now for what our mining engineer, Pro- 
fessor Reverly H. Maury, declares to be ‘‘a_re- 
markably good find.” 

Several years ago a very large purchase of the 
mountain lands, and the mining privileges of 
others -in this section, was made by a compa- 
ny of gentlemenin Cinciunati. At first it was 
determined to confiae our work to digging and 
shipping the fine hematite iron ore, found in 
such immense quantities in this section. 

A small railway was built from Sugar Valley 
station, on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, in Floyd county, and large 
quantities of ore shipped by Colonel J. 
S. Thomas and Mr. Samuels, the agents 
of the company, to the furnaces 
at South Pittsburg, in Tennessee. Some 
months ago these gentlemen determined to 
suspend this work and to have their lands 
and interests in this section thoroughly in- 
stected. Professor Maury, ss 
AN EMINENT GEOLOGIST 
and practical mining engineer from Pittsburg, 
Penn, was employed and submitted an elab- 
orate repert in Nevember of last year. Based 
on the opinion of Professor Maury that coal 
could be found at variable depths in the lime- 
stone hills of Cherokee Georgia, a smal! eng 
neeling and mining corps was organized at 
Cincinnati, furnished with all the appliances 
and conveniences known to the business, and 
sent to Sugar Valley, reaching there on the 
10th of December. Since our arrival we have 
literally lived in the woods and aswilda 
mountain region as is known to 
explorers in the vicinity of civilization 
There are thousands of acres of these moun- 
tain lands that have never known an inhabit- 
ant, save the wild beast and the straggling In- 
dian or hunter. On the 20th of December, fol- 
lowing, the indications previously noticed by 
Lim, Professor Maury determined to move his 
camp from the ridge on the west side of the 
railroad, and entered the hills and mountains 
on the cast, that lie between the Western and 
Atiantic and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad. This regton is as wild as any 
inthe west, if not as extensive. You can 
travel for miles and not see the first sign ofa 
settlement of any kind. We were not long in 
these bills, or really mouatains, before Protes- 
scr Maury declared that he recognized every 
sign of coal formation, and detected several 
outcrops of marble. On the 3d of January, a real 
mountain hoosier came up to our camp fire, 
with a long, ugly looking rifle. He introduced 
bimself by saying that “he had hearn um say 
thar was a light on Pigeon mountain and he 
‘iow 'd he would come over aid see what it was 
all about.” \t first our Rip Van Winkle was 
very reticent, but a good drink of the best 
Cincinnati can afford set his tongue agoing, 
and he became very communicative, and has 
reaily become the means of leading us to one 
of the richest finds in all of Dixie. When 
Bill Crews, fer this he -gives as his name, 
caw the Jarge variety of rocks and ores we bad 
acer mulated, and found out that we were 
in search of more, he said that “he couldn’t see 
what on reason folks wafited with rocks, but 
ef that was what we uns wanted, he knowed 
whur the puttiest rocks on the top of the earth 
was.” On Tuesday, the ith, Bill was in camp 
at daybreak, and it was not long before we 
were following his lead. lor two miles at 
least he led us through the rough and 
tavgkd woods of Pigeon mountain, and 
then down its side to a steep 
ravine running northeast*to southwest through 
which a limpid mountain branch flows, which 
is called Coon Holler creek. Passing up the 
stream with difliculty for nearly a mile, we 
eradually ascend aridge which soon dfvides 
into two mountains. Onthe east side of these 
mountains are several 

WELL DEFINED OUTCROPS 

of the best bituminous coal with varied thick- 
ness, ruMning from southwest to northeast at 
about 20° inelination. Beyond and on the 
north side of the smaller mountain is an im- 
mense deposit of the most beautiful variegated 
and black marbles. ‘The dressed specimens of 
these marbles in camp are very beautiful and 
present the same face as the conglomerate, 
which makes the handsome inside finish of 
the capital at Washington City. Passing 
over: the mountain, and near its 
base,in a thick growth of shrubbery and wools, 
is another and much larger outcr>opof the very 
best splint bituminous coal. Professor Maury 
suys no better coal of this class was ever mar- 
keted. We have now been in this section 
clesely following up theseleads nearly two 
months. A very large purchase of the lands 
has been made, iscluding to date over five 
thousand acres. It is estimated by Prosessor 
Maury that the coal beds we have discovered 
and thus far prospected, will farnish over two 
million tons, white there is marble enough 
here to build athousand cities. Now. is it not 
passing strange to one from our region that 
these 


IMMENSELY VALUABLE RESOURCES 
have been here so loug,and if known have not 
been utilized. 

Professor Maury gives it as his opinion that 
all the limestone hills of thisseetion of Geo 
gia are mcre or les3 valnable, as containing de- 
pesits of coal and marble, iron, manganese, 
and lime withoutend. We move now from 
bere to continue our prospecting tour eastward 
throvgh the counties of Bertow, Gordon and 
Cheickee. No geologist or mining cugineer 
waseverin @ more interesting or a more 
promising field. There is enough here to 
weke north Georgia one of the richest sections 
of the world. as Bs

THE MASSACRE OF CAPTAIN BOB 
.BILLUPS AND HIS MEN. 


A Stcry of Blood thatan Old Portrait Recalis—A Sav- 
age Slaughter onthe Bavks of the Cha taho>o- 
chee in 18396-Fired Upon from Am- 

bush by the Indians and Killed. -

WATKINSVILLE, Ga., January 29.—In the 
parlor of the hotel in this old town there are 
two portraits--one of a lovely lady, the 
other of a courtly man, inthe prime of life. 
In the back-ground in the latter pictureare sev- 
eral hunters and a pack of hounds, evidently 
expressive of the taste of the subject of the 
picture. He is dressed in the fashion of more 
than halfa century ago, with ruffled-bosom 
shirt and stiff and cramped neckwear. You 
could see, however, in the expression of the 
face, and the keen glance of the) eagle eye 
courage and firmness---characteristics neces- 
sary in the pioneers of our great country. 

I was so impressed with the picture that I felt 
there must be a history connected with it, and 
called mine host, Dr. Billups, into the room, 
when he sat down and gave it to me. 

“That,” he replied, “is a pictureof my father, 


Captain Bob Billups, while the ladyis my } 
mother. My father was massacred when I was’ 


ten years of age—in 1456—but I have as vivid 
a recollection of the horrible event as if it 
were but yesterday” 

‘““Massacred!” I exclaimed, “what do you 
mean?” 

‘He was killed by the Indians,” was the re- 
ply, “at Sheppard’s landing, on the Chattahoo- 
chee river. We were liying in Stewart county 
That section of o1r state and 
also Alabama across the river was pretty thick- 
ly settled by Indians, but fora long time they 
had been quiet. Then came the outbreak 
in ‘36, that resulted in the burning 
of the Roanoke, on the Chattahoochee. 
Terror spread throughout the country, 
and then came to the ears of the whites fresh 
stories of burnings and deeds ot bloodshed ev- 
ery day. My father, together with all the 
other white men, sent their families out of 
canger. Ihave a distinct recollection of my 
last parting with him, and our journey. Tho 
burning of Roanoke inflamed the whites so 
thoroughly that every man whocould shoul- 
der a gun teok the field, or rather woods, for 
the tcuntry was then a wilderness, to punish 
the red devils. My father, with 35 other men, 
became so infuriated that they did not wait for 
the arrival of the regular soldiers, but started 
cut with their shotguus aud rifles to trail and 
punish the Indians. My father had consider- 
ablé experience in warfare, having been 
in the war of 1812 and a}so 
several Indian campaigns. The party 
soon struck the trailof the savages, fur the 
whole country was then covered with a dense 
growth of rauk grass, and the passage of any 
man or anima! through it left a plainly defined 
path. TheIndians were loaded down with 
plunder, so they couldn’t travel very fast, and 


the pursuers rapidly gained on them. The | 
whites were on horseback and had with them | 


enough provisions to Jastfor segeral days. Inu 


going down the Georgia bank of the Chatta- | 


hoochee, they came to a place called Shep- 
pard’s landing. The yiver was on one side, 
while on the other was one of those impene- 
trable swamps or lagoons, so common in south- 
west Georgia. The point of land be- 
tween these two formed a peninsula 
with a very narrow strip of firm ground as a 
mouth. The trail of savages led into this 
torgue cf land, and there the gallant horsemen 
pushed. Captain Billups advised his men to 
exercise the greatest caution, or they would 
be ambuseaded and killed, but as it was a 
volunteer force there was no discipline smong 
them. They had every confidence in their 
prowess and the greatest contempt for the In- 
dians. So they recklessly passed into the trap. 
After riding a short distance, the party dis- 
mounted and decided on a rest, as they now 


| thought that the enemy could not escape, and 


they were thoreughly exhausted with the long 
and fatiguing ride. Again did Captain Billups 
beg his men not to stop until a better place 
for defense was reached, in the event 
that they were attacked. He explained to 
them that they were in a most exposed locali- 
ty, while all around and in close rifle shot was 
a wilderness from which it would be impossi- 
ble to dislodge an attacking enemy. But the 
men ridiculed the idea of an attack, and dis- 
mounted, took off the saddles from their tired 
beasts, and were lolling around the camp, 
some cating, laughing and chatting, while 
others were asleep. In the meantime the 
stealthy Savages were preparing to 
slaughter the game that had so inuocently 
walked into the very trap they had set for 
them. They crept back to the point where 
the whites bad entered the peniusular, 
and pland a strong guard there that 
could not be foreed. Others then sur- 
rounded the camp of the whites, hid in 
the swamps and behind trees, and ata sigaal 
poured a mest murderous and galling fire in 
the ranks of the whites. In an instant the 
wildest confusion reigned. Several of Captain 
>illups’s men fell at the firstilire. Ths others 
thicd to make barricades ef their horses, and 
return the Cre, but not an Indian could be seen. 
Jhe only signs of their presence were clouds of

Presi- 
dent Thiers, tie;reat French stitesman, a-- 
know !edging that he prayed when he said: “I 
invoke the Lord God, in whom 1 am glad to 
believe.” David Livingstone, able to conquer 
the lion, able to conquer the panther, able to 
conquer the savage. yet conquered by this de- 
lusion, this hallucination, this great swindle of 
the ages, so when they find him dead they 
find bim on his knees. William E. Gladstone, 
the strongest intellect in England today, un- 
able to resist this chimera, this fallacy, thisde- 
lusion of the Christian religion, goes to the 
house of God every Sabbath. and often. at the 
invilation of the rector, reads the prayers to 
ibe people. O,if these mighty intellects are 
overborne by this delusion, what chance is 
there for you and for me” 

Besides that, I have noticed that first-rate 
infidlels eannot be depended on for steadfast- 
ness in the proclamation of their sentiments. 
Goethe, a leading skeptic, was so wrought upon 
by this Christianity that in a weak moment he 
cried out: “My belief in the Bible has saved 
me in my literary and moral life.’ Rousseau, 
one of the most eloquent champions of infidel- 
ity, spending his whole life warring against 
Christianity, cries ont: “The majesty of the 
Scriptures amazes me.” Altamont, the notori- 
ous infidel, one would think he would have 
been safe against this delusion of the Christian 
religion, Oh,no! After talkingagainst Chris- 
tianity ai) his days, in his last hours he cried 
out: “Oh, Thou biasphemed bat most indfilgent 
Lord God, hell itself is a refuge if it hide me 
from Thy frown.’ Voltaire, the most talented 
infidel the world ever saw, writing two hun- 


dred and fifty publications,and the most of 
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west notorious libertine of the century—one 
would have thought he could have been di 
pended upon for steadfastness m the advocacy 
of infidelity and in the war against this terri- 
ble chimera, this delusion of the gospel. But 
no: in his last hour he asks for Christian burial. 


and asks that they give him thé sacrament of 


the Lord Jesus Christ. Why, you cannot de- 
yend upon thi se first,rate infidels—you cannot 
depend vpon their power to resist this great 
delvsion of Christianity. Thomas Paine, the 
god of modern skeptics, his birthday cslebrat- 
ed in New York and Boston with great enthu- 
sjesmi—Thomes Paine, the paragon of Bible 
haters—Thomas Paine, about whom 
his brother infide’. William Carver, 
v rote in a letter which 
lave at my house, saying that he drank a 
(uart of rum a day and was too mean and too 
dishonest to pay for it— Thomas Paine, 
the: dc red of modern intidelity —Thomas Paine. 
who stole another man’s wife in England and 
2s Paine, who 
was so squalid and so loathsoineand so drunken 
né so profligate and habits, 
sometimes picked out of the ditch. sometimes 
teo filthy to he picked out—Thomas Paine, ont 
would have thought that he could have been 
depended on for steadfastness against this great 
delusion. Butno. In his dying hour he begs 
the Lord Jesus Christ fur mercy. 

Powerful delusion, all-conquering delusion, 
esrthquaking delusicng of the Christian-relig- 
lion. Yea, it goes on, itisso impertinent, and 
it is so overbearing, this chimera of the gospel, 
(hat having conquered the great picture gal- 
cries of the world, the old 


so beastly in his 


masters and the 
young masters,as [showed iu a former scer- 
mon, it is not satisfied untilit has conquered 
the music of the world. Look over the pro- 
giamme of that magnificent musical festival a 
icW years ago in New York and see what were 
the great performances, and learn that the 
greatest Of all the subjects were religious sub- 
iccts. What was it one night when three 
thousand voices were accompanied 
with a vast number of 
icstruments? “Israelin Egypt.” Yes. Beet- 
boven deluded until he wrote the high mass 
in D. Major. Haydn deluded with this reli- 
gion until he wrote the “Creation.” Handel 
dciuded until he wrote the oratorios of “Jeph- 
thah” and “Esther” and “Sau,” and “Israel in 
‘egypt,’ and the “Messiah.” On the « losing night 
three thousand deluded people singing of a de- 
jusion to eight thousand deluded bearers 
Yes, this chimera of the gospel is not satis- 
ficd until it goes on and builds itself into the 
most permanent architecture, so it seems as if 
the worid is never to get rid of it. What are 
sole of the finest buildings in the world? St. 
‘aul’s. St. Peter's, the churches and cathedrals 
fall Christendom. Yes, this impertinence of 
e Gospel, delusion is not satisfied 
tt] it projects itself, and in one year 
S,200,000 to foreign 
work of which is to make 
fools on the other 
s'¢e of thé world—people we have never seen, 
ieinded doctors—twe hundred and twenty 
physiciens meeting week by week in London, 
in the Union Medical Prayer Circle, to worship 
God. Deluded lawyers—the late Lord Cairns. 
the highest legal authority in England, the ex- 
adviser of the throne, spending his vacation in 
preaching the Gospe} of Jesus Christ to the 
poor people of Scotland. Frederick T, Frel- 
inghuysen, once the sécretary of state of the 
United States, an old-fashioned evangelical 
Christian, anelderin the Refermed church, 
John Bright, a deluded Quaker. Henry Wil- 
fon, the vice-president of the United 
Ma‘es, dying a deluded Methodist or 
Congregationalist. Earl of Kintore 
dging a celuded Presbyterian. The cannibils 
in Scuth Sea, the Bush nen of Terra del Faego, 
the wild men of Australia, putting down the 
knives of their ernelty and clothing themselves 
in decent apparel—all under the power of this 
deivsion, Judson and Doty and Abeel and 
Cempbcll and Williams and the 3,000 mission- 
aries of the cross turning their backs-on home 
eud civilization and comfort, and going out 
amid the squalor of heathenism to relieve it, to 
save it, to help it, teiling until they dropped 
into their gravee, dying with no earthly com- 
fort about them, and going into graves with no 
appropriate epitaph, when they might have 
lived in this country, and lived for themselves, 
and lived Inxuriousiy, and been at last put 
into brilliant sepulchres. Whatadelusion! | 
Yea, this delnsion of Christian religion shows 
itself in the fact that it goes to these who ate 
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man when he is well, and when he is prosper- 
ous; but this religion comes to a man when he 
is sick, ahd says: “You will be well again after 
a while; you are going into a land where there 
are no coughs and no pleurises and ne con- 
sumptions and no languishing: take courage 
and bear up.” Yea, this awinl chimera of 
the gospel comes tothe poor and it say3 tv 
them: “You are on your way to vast esxttes 
and to dividends always declarabie.” Tais 
delusion of Christianity comes to tre beret. 
and it talks of reunion before the throne and 
of the cessation of all sorrow. 

then to show that this delusion will 
stop at absohitely nothing, it goes to the 
dying bed and filis the man with anticipations. 
How mnch better it would be to have him die 
without any more hope than swine and rats 
and snakes. Thatis all. Nothing more left 
of him. He wiil never know anything again. 
Shovel him under! The soul is only a sape- 
rior part of the body, and when the body dis- 
integrates the soul disintegrates. Annihila- 
tion, vacancy, everlasting blank, obliteration. 
Why not present all that beautiful doctrine to 
the dying, instead of coming with this hoax, 
this swindle of the Christian religion,and filling 
the daying man with anticipations of auother 
life, until some in the last hour~ have clapped 
their hards, and some have shouted 
and some have sung and some 
have been so cverwreught with joy they could 
cnly lock ecstatic. Palace gates opening, they 
thovght: diamond coronets flashiog, hands 
beckoning, orchestras sounding. Little chil- 
dren dying, actually belieying they saw their 
dey aited parents, sothat, although the little 
children had been so weak and feeble and sick 
for weeks, they could not turn on their dying 
pillow, et the last, in a paroxysm of rapture 
uncontrollable, they sprang to their feet, and 
shouted, “Mother, catch me: I am coming!”

“Dying Neander, 
what have you to sayy" “lam going to sleep 
now—good night.” “Dying Mrs. Florence Fos- 
ter, what have you to say? “A _ pil- 
prim in the valley, but the 
mountain-tops are all agleam from peak 
to peak.” “Dying Alexander Mather, what 
have you to say?” “The Lord who has taken 
cire of me fifty years, will not cast me off now; 
giory betoGod andtotielamb! Amen, amen, 
amen,amen!’ “Dying John Powson, after 
preaching the gospel so many years, what 
have you to say?’ “My death-bed isabed of 
reses.”” “Dying Doctor Thomas Scott, what 
have youto say?” “This is heaven begun.” 
“Dying soldier in the last war, what have you 
tosay’’ “Boys, I am going to the front.” 
‘Dring telegraph operator on the battle field 
of Virginia, what have vou to say?, “The 
wires are all Jaid, and the poles are up from 
Stony Point to bcadquarters.’ “Dying Paul, 
what have you to sayr’”’ I am now ready 
to be ocifered. and the time of my 
departure is at hand: 1 hayeo fought the good 
fight, | have finished my course, [ have kept 
the faith. © death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, Where is thy victory’ Thank be unto 
God who giveth us the victory through our 
Loid Jesus Christ.” O my Lord, my God, 
what a.delusign, what a glorious delusion! 
Submerge me With it, fill my eyes and ears 
with it, put it under my dying head for a pil- 
low—this delusion—spread it over me for a 
canopy, put it underneath me for an outspread 
wing—roll it Over me in ocean surges ten thou 
sund fathoms deep! O, if infidelity, and if 
atheism, and if annihilation are a reality, and 
the Christian religion is a delusion, give me 
the delusion! 

The streng conclusion of every man and 
twomran im the honce i that Cherivtiaui ty pro- 
dncing stch grand results cannot be adelusion. 
A lie, a cheat, a swindle, an hallucination can- 
not launch such a glory of thecenturies. Your 
logic and your common sense convince you 
that a bad cause cannot produce an illustrious 
result; out of the womb of such a monster no 
such angel can be born. There are many in 
this house this morning, in the galleries and 
ou-the main floor, who. began with think- 
ing that the Christian religion was a 
stupid farce. who have comé to. the 
conclusion that it isa reality. Why are you 
here today? Why did you sing this song? Why 
did you bow your hend in the opening prayer? 
Why did you bring your family with you? 
Why, when I tell youof the ending of all 
triaJs in the bosom of Ged, do there stand tears 
in your eyes—not tears of grief, but tears of 
Joy such as stand in the eyes of homesick chil- 
dicu faraway at school when some one talks 
tothem about going home? Why is it that you 
can be so calmly submissive to the death of 
your loved one. about whose departure you 
once Were so angry and so rebellious? There 
is something the matter with you. All your 
friends have found ont there is a great change. 
And ifsome of you would give your experience 
you would giveitin scholarly style, and others 
giving your experience would giveitin broken 
style, but the one experience would be just as 
gcod asthe other. Some of you have read 
everything. You are scientific and you are 
scholarly, and yet, if I should ask you, “What 
is ihe most sensible thing you ever did’” you 
would say: “The most sensible thing I ever 
cid was to give my heart to God.” 

But there mav be others here who have not 
had early advantages, and ifthey were asked 
to give theirexperience, they might rise and 
cive such testimony as the man gave in a 
prayer-meeting, when he said, “Qn my way 
here tonight, I met a man who asked me 
where I was going. I said, “I am going to 
prayer-meeting.” Hesaid, “There are a good 
many religions, and I think the most of them 
are delusions: as to the Christian religion, that 
isoniy a notion, that is a mere notion, *the 
Christisn religicen ” I said to him: ‘Stranger, 
you see that tavern over there” ‘Yes,’ he said, 
‘l see it.” “Do you see mec? ‘Yes, of course I 
see you. ‘Now, the time was, as everybody in 
this town knows, that if I had a quarter of a 
dollar in my pocket I could not pass that tav- 
ern without going in and gettinga drink: all

Our dispatches, the other day, announced 
the marriage in Paris of Mrs. Frederick 
Stevens to the Marguis Talleyrand-Peri- 
gord.

Tais 
alliance did not prevent the royal favorite 
from becoming rich and powerful. He 
turned traifor to his master in the very nick 
of time, and died full ot years and honors, 
surrounded by troops of friends. 

The present Marquis Talleyrand-Pevigord 
is in every sense worthy of his noble 
ancestor. He inherits his gentlemanly 
vices and something of his genius. When 
he visited this country he tel] in love with 
Mrs. Frederick Stevens, one of Gotham’s 
married belles, and made no secret ot it. 
Pretty Mrs. Stevens could not withstand 
such a siege. She capitulated and lett her 
husband and children to follow the fxscinat- 
ing Parisian around the world.. There was a 
tremendous flurry over the afiair in New 
York society, but Mr. Stevens quietly ac- 
cepted the situation, and remained-at home 
to take care of his children. When his run- 
away wife sued for a divorcee he interposed 
no objection, and she regained her freedom. 
Luckily for the woman, her nad leap in the 
dark is turning out better than anyone ex- 
pected. The marquis, bearing in mind 
doubtless the liberal matrimonial notions of 
the original Talleyrand, has had the grace to 
make bis silly captive his wife.

The Freedman’s Bank. 

J.C, A., Bladeville, 8. C.: Please give a brief 
history of the Freedman’s bank. 

The Freedman’s bank was proposed as a purely 
charitable enterprise to encougage frugality and 
thrift among the newly liberated blacks. Mr. Sum- 
ner reported the bill chartering the bank February 
17, 1865, andon the 3d of March following it be- 
camealaw. The bank was estabiished in Wash- 
ington, and branch banks to the number of thirty- 
four were (afterward) located in different parts of 
the unien. The institution was authorized to re- 
ceive the deposits of negroes, and invest the same 
in the stocks, bonds, treasury notes or other securi- 
ties of the United States, It was not lutended to be 
&@ money Making concern, ¢itmer for bankers or 


depositors, but to provide for the safe 
keeping of the freedman’s sayings. The 
government did not guarantee the safety 
of the bank—though the negroes were generally 
mace to believe that it had done so—nor did it 
take the proper precautions to secure honest man- 
agenient. As a consequence. a number of the 
trus' ees, who were also implicated in many other 
financial irregularities, were enabled to take com- 
plete control of the bank, and manage it to suit 
their own interests. During the nine years of the 
bank’s existence, it handled no less than $56,090,- 
000 of deposits. Then itsuspended payment, and 
a committee of congress was appointed to investi- 
gate matiers. It found thatthe bank had been 
scandalously mismanaged, its charter regulations 
ignored, and its funds dissipated by loaning on in- 
adequate security. By law, the investments of the 
bank were confined to government securities, but 
this law was ignored, and the funds used to aid 
the wild-cat schemes of the “ring’’ and their 
friends. Unimproved real estate, unsalable stocks 
(such as that of the Maryland Freestone 
Mining and Manufacturing company, alias the 
“Seneca stone company,” and personal notes, 
were among the asrsetsofthe bank Deficits and 
embezzlements at the branch banks also pro- 
duced many losses. The unsecured debt owed by 
the bank to depositors July 13, 1874, amounted to 
$2,900,000. The assets, which realized more than 
was expected, yielded nearly $1,700,000. Divi- 
dens have beeii paid at various times, but many 
small depositors, through ignorance and despair, 
forfeited their dividends by not calling for them. 
In all 77,000 dividends amounting to $112,000, were 
thus forfeited. The cost of ‘‘wiuding up’’ this bank 
was $475,000. For some years three bank commis- 
sioners were employed ata salary of #3,000 each. 
But in February, 1581, the affairs of the bank were 
all turned over to the comptroller of the currency, 
ata great saving of expenses, 


Coal Oil. 

Inquirer, Gadsden, Ala: Please give me 
some points about the history of coal oil. 

It is not known who first used petroleum in 
lamps. Herodotus speaks of oil springsin Zante 
(Zacynthus) and Pliny and Dioscorides described 
the springs of Agrigentum, from which oil was 
obtained that was burned to produce artificial 
light. But it wasnot until a very recent period 
thatits merits as an illuminating agent became 
known. Aboutthe year 1817, petroleum was dis- 
covered at. Riddings, Derbyshire, England, and a 
few years afterward—about 18X—E. W. Binney, 
of Manchester, with James Young and 
others, commenced the manufacture 
of iluminating oil from it. The 
source of supply at Riddings soon became ex- 
hausted, and they removed their machinery to 
Battlegate, Scotland, where the crude oil was found 
in adequate quantities. Their success prompted 
Americans to utilize the abundant flow of coal! oil 
from natural springs found in Pennsylvania, and 
in 1851, Messrs. William and Luther Atwood and 
Josbia Merrill established chemical works at Wal- 
tham, near Boston, Massachusetts,where they fully 
established its merits for illuminating purposes. 
They worked under Mr. Young’s patent, buat 
the product was very limited. In

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petroleum, but it was not 
the great oil discoveries 

ingured abundance and cheapness, sO 
that it came inte general use. Since then petro- 
leum, or kerosene, has yirtually crowded every 
other illuminating fluid out of the field. Before 
the ascendancy of kerosene, a yolatile explosive 
fluid called camphene was extensively employed 
for illuminating purposes. It was easily vaporize, 


lamp oils, or in jets of vapor, like gas. It gave a 
clear, bright light, butits use was attended with 
constant risk. Before camphene, there was a 
chemical combination of infammable liquids, na- 
der the name of “Burning Fluid,’’ in common use. 
Its predecessors were pine oil, refined lard oil, and 
still earlier sperm oiland spermaceti and tallow 
candles. The humble cabin of the back woodsman 
was faintly lighted at night by the smoky flame 
of the pine knot.

The mos st 
cminent writers since Shakspeare’s day have 
discussed this point, and while some of them 
bavye differed as to the propriety of this stretch 
of fancy, all admit that it clothes the comedy 
with acharm that ensures to it a popularity

“Bnt does not the proper presentation of the 
play have much to do with its pcpularity for 
the time being?” 

“Mest assuredly it does. There must of 
necessity be the same deception practiced upon 
the audience in the theater that is practiced 
upon Adriana and her friends. The An- 
tspholus of Ephesus must so resemble the An- 
tiphoius of Syracuse that no person in the 
audience can detect the difference; and the 
same rule applies to the two Dromios. Even 
Hollowell, the noted Shakspearian commenta- 
tor, says, touching this point: ‘‘We learn from 
Divmmond that Ben Johnson had an intention 
to have made a play like Plutus’ Amphibio, 
but left it off, for that he could never find two 
so like each other that he could persuade the 
spectat:rs they were one.”’ 

“And yet notwomenare more unlike, in 
maby respects, or assume more widely different 
characters than Rotson and Crane.” 

“Very true: and because of this fact, they 
bave won their greatest fame. It is dsubtful 
if Rebson’s peculiar voice can be imitated in 
the universe, and yetin the Two Dromios it 
requiresthec losest attention to detect its marked 
peculiarities. There have been more cases of 
successful mistaken identity in real life than 
there have been cases of successful presentation 
of this most difficult play. With the Two 
Dromios eliminated, the difficulty would be 
removed, as the dress of the Antipholus twins 
aids largely in making the deception easy. But 
when you add the twin Dromios, 
with their scanty wardrobe, you 
put upon the theatrical manager a 
burden that no dramatist save the immortal 
Shakspeare hasever created. With the ex- 
ception of the famous Webb Brothers, of Eng- 
land, and Robson and Crane, this. burden has 
never been borne in a thoroughly successful 
and satisfactory manner. And when these 
two lest named actors lay aside the play for 
the Jast time, as they undoubtedly will in the 
future, if will be a very long time before other 
shouléeers can be found to bear cuccessfully this 
double burden of Shakspeare’s masterly crea- 

ie i. 

“Then you think it ranks high as a drama?” 

“Most assuredly it does. With alljits weak 
points, and with the improbable feature of the 
Two Dromios, it is"as a whole worthy the lofty 
genius of itsauthor. More than any other of 
Sbhakspeare’s plays, perhaps, its popularity de- 
pends upon its proper presentation. When 
this is giver no intelligent person can view the 
performance and rot feel that Shakspeare 
added to his already exalted fame when he 

dared to do what no other dramatist of his time 
h ad the courage to sexecute.”

REMEMBER THE ALAMO! \ 


1S THERE AN IRREPRESSIBLE CON- 
FLICT ABROAD YET” 


An Incident of the Galiant Struggle for Texan Inde- 
pendence—Brave Polly Grayson-—S:x Munodred 
and Thirty M«¢xicans Killed in Bighteen 
Miputes, at San Jacinto. 


Being in Texas not longsince, when a Wwar- 
cloud seemed hovering over her Mexican fron- 
tier, I took much interest in ascertaining the 
popul4r feeling onthe subject of a conflict 
with Mexicoand found it pretty well voiced in 
the words of an old but stanch veteran, who 
claimed to have been, when little more than a 
boy, one of the gallant band who fought under 
“em Houston's leadership forthe independence 
of the “Lone Star’ state. 

“Texas and Mexico,” he said, 
peaceable neighbors. Texans are white moa, 
and ‘greasers’ ain’t; and there's nothing in 
common between them but a yearning to gun 
for each other. It is not only that all the 
ideas of the two people are antagonistic, and 
that it is our natural interest to keep our prop- 
erty, and their natura! desire to steal it, but 
there is something else that keeps the shoot- 
ing-irons ready on each side—an old grudge. 
We have not forgutten the Alamo, and they 
remember San Jacinto.

SANTA ANNA, 

The Mexican president, as soon as he learned 
that we would not auietly submit to be robbed 
and kicked out of thecountry that we had 
made valuable by fifteen years of toil and hard- 
ships, which was what he intended to do from 
the’time he got into power, came at us witha 
great bigarmy, fully purposing to wipe us 
off the surface of the earth. It was.a 
dusky prospect for Texas. Pretty much every 
man and boy we had that was able to carry a 
gunturned out for the common defense; but 
with all we cou!d muster, Santa Anna had four 
times as many, and if his forces had been men 
instead of “greasers,’ I don’t suppose any of

American settlers,

Chance split up Polly’s men folks so that her 
father wa3 with the heroic Lieutenant Colonel 
Travis; her husband was ferving in the “Mus- 
tangs,” under Captain Duval, who was in Colo- 
nel Fannin’s ill-fated command, while her 
brother Mel, who happened to be away from 
home when the trouble began, in some way got 
among Colonel Ward’s Georgia volunteers, and, 
concluding that that was as good a place to 
shoot from as any other, stayed with them. 

Colonel Travis, with his 150 men, was be- 
sieged in the little fort at Bejas by 5,000 Mexi- 
caps, and fought them’ from the 23d of Febru- 
ary to the 6th of March. Then the Texans’ 
ammunition was exhausted and the Mexicans 

TOOK THE FORT BY AN ASSAULT. 

The greasers had lost a thousand of their 
number in the sige and the final assault, and 
when they got in they only found one man of 
the gallant defenders alive, and he was wound- 
ed. The man was Jedediah Parmlee, anil the 
greasers deliberately put a musket to his gray 
head, as he lay helpless on the ground, and 
blew his brains out. 

Colonel Ward’s Georgia battalion, 100 strong, 
with Mel Parmlee in the ranks, were shut up 
in the Mission Refugio by 1,000 Mexicans, and 
had one whole day of desperate and continu- 
ous fighting, in which they killed 400 Mexi- 
cans, without one of their number having been 
killed, and only three were so badly wounded 
that they could not be taken along when 
the little garrison abandoned the 
place and made good their escape under 
cover of the night. Those three, by the way, 
were left on the mission floor. in the con ident 
expectation that they would receive from their 
captors the consideration accorded among ¢civ- 
ilized people to wounded prisoners of war. 
The fact was that assoon as the greasers rush- 
ed inthe next morning they blew out the 
brains of the three wounded men, one of whom 
wasd ying at the time they entered. 

THE GEORGIA BATTALION 

were captured by an overwhelming Mexican 
force on the road between Victoria and De- 
mill’s Point, and were marched in as prisoners 
to La Bahia, of the commandancy of the 
Alamo, Where the survivors of Colonel Fan- 
pin’'s 400 men, who had been captured a few 
days before, were already held. 

Colonel Fannin had been attacked on the 
march by a force of 1,500 Mexicans, well sup- 
plied with artillery and cavalry, and after a 
gallant defense, at great disadvantages, in the 
open prairie, when their ammunition was ex- 
hausted, surrendered to General Ure:, the 
commandant of that wing of the Mexican 
army. According to the terms of the capitu- 
lation, the treatment of the prisoners of war, 
according tothe usuages of civilized nations, 
was specifically pledged to the Texans. 

They were kept under close guard, and bru- 
tally treated, for eight days, until Santa Anna's 
orders were received as to what disposition 
sheuld be made of them, without regard to the 
stipulations of their surrender. Then, on the 
morning of Palm Sunday, March 27, 1836, they 
were marched out of their prison by companies; 
each company of the unarmed prisoners sur- 
rounded by a hollow square of Mexicans 
armed with carbines and broadswords, and 
there they were 

RUTHLESSLY BUTCHERED. 

Four hundred and twelve Americans were 
shot down and hewed to pieces in that Palm 
Sunday massacre. Only six escaped—one— 
Captain B. H. Holland—by a desperate flight, 
and the others by feigning death and lying 
motionless among the corpses of their comrades 
until night, when they managed t2 crawl 
away, even while the Mexicans weie dragging 
the bedies tegether and piling them on brash 
and log heaps to burn them—the only sepulture 
they received. 

You may imagine the horror, grief and de- 
spairthat was felt throughout Texas, when 
the news of that atrocious massacre spread 
over the country. Poor Polly Grayson was 
one of those who sufiered most keenly from 
the sorrows of bereavement, for all that was 
known of her hueband, father and brother 
was that they had been among the butchered 
ones, and no bope could be cherished that any 
one of them had escaped. 

It did seem at first that we had been utterly 
crushed, and were entirely at Santa Anna’s 
mercy, the quality of which we now well

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cial muster to do the fighting was 783 to 
meet Santa Anna’s 1,598 “greasers,” flushed 
witL triumph, and ten times better armed 
than we were. To get those 783 we had almost 
robbed the cradle and the grave. I was not 
quite fifteen years old, and I know there were 
not a few boys younger than I. And there 
were women in our ranks, desperate, heart- 
broken women, who only wanted te to kill Mex- 
leaps in revenge for the massacre of their 
Joved ones, and then to die. Among those 
women were Polly Grayson. She was a g004- 
sized, muscular woman, with gray eyes, as 
keen as those of a hawk, and few men could 
bandle a rifle better than she. When she 
came out to fight she cut her hair short, put oa 
a suit of her brother’s clothes, and would have 
appeared a good looking boy, not to be re- 
marked where boys were so plenty, bat for

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Relics of Confucius Destroyed. 
nidenee Manchester Guardian. 

A fire which took place lately in a remote 
village in China has destroyed a collection which 
was one of the most remarkable in the world. The 
descendants of Confucius are the only persons out- 
side of the imperialfamily whose ‘titles descend 
unimpaired from father toson: In other cases the 
son’s title or rank in the nobility is one degree 
lower than his father’s, so that every noble family 
in the course of a few generations merges in the 
commonality. The male heirs of the family of 
Confucius are dukes, and have _ resided 
for nearly 2,500 years in their 
ancestral home in the province of Shantung. This 
residence was recently destroyed by fire, and all 
the historical articles presented by suecessful dy- 
nasties and admirers of the philosopher during all 
bese centuries were consumed. As the present 
duke is a lineal descendant of Confucius, there can 
be no doubtof the authenticity of the .collection, 
which can now never be replaced. One of the la 
test additiohs was a beautifal gold cup made by a 
celebrated firm in Bond street, and presented bya 
gentleman whose name isnow much before the 
public, pamely, sir John Pope Hennessy, then 
governor of Hong Kong.!

Gath’s Interview. 

“Did you get any ideas in Europe about the 
prohibitory liquor lawsgof this country?’’ 

‘I observed that in Europe they only drink when 
ibey eat, and in the evenings after they have 
eaten. Consequently you see no such silly sights 
as about the American bars in London, where one 
tipsy fellow will be attempiing to treat everybody 
who comesin.

YetI am in 
favor of temperance, and have jthe greatest aver- 
sion to intemperance everywhere. They are atem- 
perate people in Europe without being an ab- 
stinert people, and they have no occasion to pass 
harsh {laws of a sumptuary sozt.”’

Av interesting Disccurse on What the Great Leader 

of the Children of Isreal Did—The Teachivgs 
ofthe Men who was the Instrument in 
the Hands of God--Large Audience. 
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Rev. J. W. Lee preached last night at 
Trinity church on “The Contcibution of 
Moststo Human Progress,” {rom the text: 
“He endured in seeing Him who is invis'ble.” 
Hebrew 11, 27. 

The word cndured is made up to two Latin 
words, en and durus. The word durus is re- 
lated to the Greek dunamis, from which we 
get our word dynamite. The word endured 
here, then, is no} to be regarded as meaning 
simple, passive endurance. The idea of dyna- 
mite isin it. There it may not simply stand 
for stability which Moses displayed, but also 
for what he wrought. He stood firm and did 
his work ss seeing Him who is invisible. 
Mcses has had more todo with human progress 
than apy man who has yet lived in 
the race He stands among men with 
a character unrivalled in grandeur 
and strength. High hopes miy 
be cherished fora race capable of producing 
Moses. The human race should never cease 
io-pay tribute tothe womanly tenderness of a 
heaihen’s daughter, who rescued him from the 
sacred Nile. In the fair child, committed by 
a mother’s love to a frail little boat onthe 
Nile, there was contained more of force, than 
has yet been displayed by any other of the 
sons of men. ‘To have any adequate compre- 
hension of what he has contributed to human 
progress We must remember that he lived ia 

AN ALMOST UNHISTORIC PAST, 

Humanity was unarticulate only ina low 
sense. His werk was original and uuprece- 
dented. \et witb all the science and culture of 
succeeding times, it has uot occurred to 
ihe hnman race, as possible to set his work 
aside. “The first shall be last, and the last 
shali be first.’ lathe very childhood of the 
race he appeared, but the experience of over 
four thousand years brings home to us the 
tiuth that he came to stay. His character 
furnished Michael Angelo the subject of his 
“jncomparabie masterpiece.” 

1. Liis first great contribution consisted in 
the only rational account of the world’s origin 
ever given to man. Pefore any book on geolo- 
gy was ever written, beforethe constituent 
elements of nature were ever discovered or 
classified, he gave a simple. succinct history of 
the beginuing of things. which the gesolozgies 
and chemistries, and botanies, and astronomices 
ofthe present time are coming more and 
more toconfirm. “In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heavens and the earth,” saith Moses, 
early five thousand vears ago. The same say 
the great scicutists of our own g3n-ration. 

2. He contributed 

THE ONLY THEOLOGY 

which has maée progress possible. The God 
which Moses declared to be the true Giod, was 
not cne projected cut of an imagination, disor- 
deicd by fear and enslaved by sin. He was 
the “I AmtkatI Am.” ‘The Lord God, mer- 
ciful and gracious, long suffering and abundant 
in goodness and truth; keeping mercy for 
thousands, fergiving iniquity and transgres- 
sion and sin, and that will by no means 
clear the guilty.’’ The God of 
Moses was One who could be 
loved and worshiped. He approved of righte- 
ousness and mercy and truth. and goodness, 
and only condemned among men, transgres- 
sion and iniquity and sin. Thus he not on'y 
made progress possible, but opened the way 
to it, stipluated men toward it, 
and ochaelmned by penalties, the 
mest fearful, al things that ‘stood in the way 
of it. The theology of Moses is really the onty 
organ of progress. The God's of the heathen 
remain like dead weights upon the aspirations 
ofmen. They enslave men, keep them on the 
earth and in the earth. 

3, Moses contributed the laws moral, civil 
and eclesiastical, for the regulation of the 
buman race, In the year 
1491, before Christ, he left 
Epyvpt with two millions of people. These 
were only shightly above the grade of barbari- 
aps. They had been in bondage to the Egyp- 
tiansand had been: corrupted by their vices. 
To civilize these ignorant, degraded Israelites; 
to give them lawand religion; to organize 
them into a body politic, was the task before 
Moses. In tbree months after their departure 
from gy pt he formulated 

THR TEN COMMANDMENTS, 

They are at the bottom of all law. They con- 
stitute the fundamental conditions of progress. 
in violation of them there is only confusion, 
anarchy, chaos. In the observance of them is 
found the only progress possible to men. 
Nit only did Moses’ formulate these 
cou mandments, but he trained his people 
to ubserve them. During all their wanderings 
in the wilderness he was impressing them with 
the importance of observing these laws, of the 
dire calamities which would come upon them 
if they violated them. And so thoroughly did 
he succced in setting these laws, not simply 
before them as wise rnles for living, but traas- 
luted into their very blood anibones‘that the 
Jews &.e the most law abiding people in the 
werd, Itis said that when Governor Vance, 
of North Carolina, pardoned the only Jew in 
the Nerth Carolina penitentiary, who 
serving a ten years sentence for mauslaughter, 
he indorscd on the documeut these words: 
“s take pleasure in siying 
that J sign the pardon in part 
recognition of the good and law-abiding char- 
acter of our Jewish citizens, this being t'1e first 
serious cose biought to my notice on the part 
of that people.,”’ 

Judge Biggs, of Philadelrhia, is quoted as 
Ssating when sentencing a Jew for burglary: 
“Yon are the first Israelite I have ever sven 
convicted of crime.” 

THE . BUTLER 

said in aspeech delivered in Boston: “For fort 

years, save one, |] have been conversant with 
the c:iminal court of .Massichusett3 and many 
other states, and I have never yet had a He- 
brew client asacriminal. But you may say 
that was because’ the Hebrews did 
not choose you fortheir lawyer. But this is 
not the true answer; for I never yet sa-v a ver- 
itable Israelite in the prisoner's box tor crime 
in my life.” Itissaid that not a single Jew 
was errested for crime in the first century of 
this republic, So thoroughly did Meses imbue 
the race with respect for law, that, to observe 
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law is a part of their inheritance. Whata con- * 


trast do they present to their gentile brethren 
in this respect. Many people regard the laws 
which Moses wrote for bis people as arbitrary 
enactments; but they are not. They are not 
foieign to man’s nature, but were 
written with reference to man’s 
nature. They were written with 
reference to human devol »pmeatand progress. 
If man’s nature had been different, the laws 
would have been different. Nothing is more 
to be deplored in our oWno times andin our 
own country than the fact that so many have 
come to believe they can ignore these laws. 
Conuption, dissolution and death await -the 
people that violate these ancient statutes. 

t. Moses contributed

fifty-five births, while in the same number of 
Gentiles there will be thirty-eight births. 
In Frankfort,Germany, it is said that the 
death rate of infants under four years old, is 
among the Gentiles 241 per thousand, while 
among the Jews it is 129 perthousand. A late 
authority states thatin Piussia, between the 
years 1823 and 1841, there died annually one 
in thirty-four Gentiles, while among the Jews 
there died one in forty-six. Among the Jews 
twenty per cent reached the age of seventy, 
while among the Gentiles only twelve per cent 
reach that age. Dr. Gibbon, a health 
officer of London, is reported as saying that 
the life of a Jew in London is on aan 
average of twice as long as that of a Gentile. 
How are we to account for this difference in 
average age of Jews and Gentiles only on the 
grouud that the Jews observe the laws of Moses 
which relate to health.

Moses micht have accepted the treasures of 
Fgypt. He might have tived for the seen, the 
tangible. He might have exhausted himself 
in living for himsel!, and for his own pleasure. 
Py such a life, however, his spiritaal vision 
would heave been obscured. Had he lived sach 
a life, no theology, laws, or religion would have 
come to the human racethrough him. There 
are grcat things in God for us all, but we are 
so occupicd with the world that we do not see 
them. God has something te give the race 
through every man. But he can only usesuch 
men asare wholly His. That Moses had an 
eye for the upseen, an ear for the unseen, and 
a heart for the nnseen God, we owe to theolo- 
ev, the Jaw and the principles of the reiigion 
whicly bless us today.

SERMONS pu Lwenne- IN ATLANTA 
YESTERDAY. 


‘Dr. Chaney Prerches at the Church of Our Father— 
Rev. Henry Clay Morrison atthe First Meth- 
odist— A Beautifal day, Large Congregs- 
tions and Brilliant Discourses, 


At the Methodist the splendid and spacious 
anditorium was crowded to overflowing at the 
morning service. Floorand gallery and side 
aisles were literally packed, by possibly one 
thousand delighted hearers. 

Dr. Morrison Sannounced as his topic The 
moral uses of suffering, suggested by the text, 
Wherefore let them that suffer according to 
the will of God, etc. St Peter 4th chapter, 19th 
verse. 

“Jesus Christ” he said, “is king ef the phys- 
ical universe by virtue of his divine power. 
He not only made the world, but by him 
they convert and are continually 
upheld. He rebukes the madness “e the winds 
and they sink into silence,and by the same 
voice He stills the raging of the seas. But He 
becomes king in our hearts by virtue of His 
sufferings. He came to usin humility, in the 
fourm of infancy, and was pre-eminently a man 
of sorrows and acquainted with grief. 

A distinguished French writer, Prepeuse, has 
wisely said that Christ is revealed as a com- 
forter, and it is because .of this that humanity 
finds in Him its rightful ruler. 

This mysterious fellowship of suffering 
unites the human heart and the Christ heart. 

“You will bear with me,” said tue eloquent 
divine, “if I suggest that, in my judgment, 
there is no proper basis for our worship except 
their idea of Saviorhood. Speaking for my- 
self, I will say that whilst reared amidst the 
sanctities' of a Christian home, I seriously 
doubt if | ever worshipped God ino Christ 
until J realized that I wasa sinner saved by 
grace. The same is true in the lower spheres. 
It lies at the foundation of all here worship 
from Odin to Mohammed, and from Mohammed 
to Swedenborg. It was the = inspi- 
ration of that mother’s taars 
and ienderness when she caressed the New- 
foundland dog that had rescued her child from 
the whelming floods of the Mississipni. 

Another use of suffering is to restrain from 
sin. The ind lustrious Hollander has constructed 
dikes to stay the inroads of the seas, the Mis- 
sissippi planter has built levees to prevent the 
overflowing of his sugar and cotton plantations, 
so Ged bas arfnexed penaities to transyression 
to repress it. Drunkenness would be more 
common if it were not checked by the horrors 
of delirium tremens, Beastly sensualism 
would be more prevalent but for 
the loathsome disease that follows its indul- 
gence. Sin of every sortand degree would be 
more frequent if the way ofthe transgressor 
was not hard. 

Arother consideration must not be forgotten, 
that all right life begins in suffering. Repent- 
ance has its birth in a Godly sorrow. Some 
speak of an esthetical repentance that usually 
comes to naught. The prodigal son lingered 
inthe far country until he became a swine 
herd-—even until gaunt hunger, whose ribs 
might be counted, admonished of his father’s 
house, where there was bread to spare. 

Paul had bis three dark days of sorrow in 
Damascus before the scales fell from his eves, 
and the three thousand at Peutecost were cut 
to the heart and tried out for help and healing. 
A wounded spirit, a blighted hope, a ruined 
fortune, these are often the providences that 
bring us to Gad. 

If you have been genuinely converted you 
started from crucifixion before you reached the 
cross. You wrestled insome Gethsemane be- 
fore you came to Calvary. Oh, there is indeed 
sore travail of soul inthe hour when right 
eyes are plucked out and right 
hands are cut off. likewise sulfering 
is needful to our continued development. 
There is birth after birth as we get rid of 
pride and selfishness, and vain glory, as we 
ascend higher and yet higher in Christian ex- 
perience. Another use of suffering is to unite 
divided hearis. Husband and wife, and 
brothers and sisters, are sometimes estranged 
by some mishap or misunderstauding. These 
estrangements are oftener than otherwise 
cured at the bedside of a suffering child, or 
at the open grave of a dead father. No single 
event, pe rh; ips, contributed more to recon- 
cile the alianated sectious of this country than 
the protracted illness of President Garfield. 
Day after day fifty millions of people counted 
his pulse; week after week the sufferings of 
ihe chief magistrate of the nation were the 
theme of fireside conversation from Maine to 
Texas. The result was a better feeling and a 
better understanding between all portions of 
the country. 

Another use of suffering is that it vitalizes 
our theology. ‘There is no lack of theology in 
the world, but much of itis of little service 
because it has no breath of life. God's 
affliction providence are an  evye-salad 
not less powerful than the — clay 
and spittle with which Christ annointed the 
eyes of the man who was born blind. Many 
thingsin God’s ways are dark because we 
lack the spiritual discernment that is only ac- 
quired in Christ's school of suffering. A man 
will learn more spiritual truth in ten days in 
his child’s sick-room than during ten years in 
his business office, surrounded by ledgers and 
cash books. 

Nor is it of less useful in interpreting the 
blessed Bible. Itsmost gracious promises can 
only be read throngh the spectacles of 
blinding tears. Besides vacant chairs, 
blasted hopes and other like calami- 
ties are better commentators than Densen, or 
Clark, or Henry. In conclusion, the only way 
out of suffering is not to go downward amiist 
toads and tarantulas and spiders; nor. on the 
right to wine rooms and dance halls; nor, on 
the left to other forms of frivolous dissipation, 
but upwaids to God and heaven. where al! is 
joy and blessedness, This is but a meagre out- 
line of a remarkable discourse that was refresh- 
ing and edifving toanimmense congregation, 


so

do what?” said Mr. Chaney. “To study and 
understand the letter of “their Scripture?” 

“No.” *To conduct a _ religious service?”

But not only is their a vein of prophecy run- 
ning through all good werk, but there is prac- 
tical etticacy of the most potent kind in real 
spiritual prophecy. If I did not believe that 
preaching had an immediate helpfal influence 


, on the building of stone walls, preaching would 


lose its charms to me, I question the orthodoxy 
of any religion which will net mix with stone 
and mortar. If there is nothing in the doc- 


trine which would make a mason ashamed to 


scamp his work, it is not sound doctrine. The 
first service on the seventh day worship is@hat 
it takes aman out of his every other day self. 

We only get a lively consciousness of cus- 
tomary blessings by their temporary loss. Un- 
broken sunshine could be unnoticed light. 
Uninterrupted business is dreary as a tread- 
mill. The Sunday break in the line of worldly 
habit reveals in his true light what that habit 
is, and aman is glad or sorry on Sunday, ac- 
cording as his every day life reveals itself as 
good or bad. 

To this service of stated religion, add what- 
ever clearer view, humaner impulse, nobler 
ambition, better resolves may come from the 
work, and who can tell where the work of 
religion begins or ends, in its subtile interfusion 
with the ¢ rs and notions of the worker 
on the walls.

Why pray 
when, if there be a God, He must already know 
hest what is best and be ready to do it without 
your prayer? Why praise a heing when to 
praise is the very insanity of flattery? Why 
offer gifts to the Giver of all gifts, including 
those you offer? Do you not see that prayer, 
praise and sacrifice arc equally impertinent and 
useless?” 

To whom Ianswer: “Yes, if peares means 
ought but submission: ‘tay will done.’ Or 
if praise be other than honest awe in the 
presence of unsearchable wisdom, or if the gift 
to God is other or less than the giver himself, 
Submission, awe, self-devotion, are not im- 
pertinent. "They are graces of the normal man. 
To lose them is to lose one’s fall manhood. And 
these are the graces that find expression and 
increase in true worship. 

They seem to be equally needful in the con- 
duct of ordinary life. Howa man can live a 
day without drawing upon his capacity to sub- 
mit, I do not see. A preacher once said to a 
bereaved husband: ‘I trust you are repenets 
‘* ‘Resigned |  eried the helpless man, “I have 
be.’ Compare with this compulsory ian 
sien the prayer of Jesus: “Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me. Nevertheless 
not as I will, but as thou wilt.” The one igs 
the surrender of helpless despair. The other 
is acceptance of the divine will. The one is 
protest. The other is prayer. 

So with awe—in the presence of life and na- 
ture: the man who ceases to wendor ceases to 
grow. He has finished his education 
add to these the faculty of self-devotedness and 
you have the foster-children of worship, viz: 
submission, awe and grateful self surrender— 

“who gives himself with his alms feeds three, 
himself, his hungry neighbor and me.” 

Let us see if we cannot put more prophecy 
into our work. Letus so value and nourish 
those spiritual graces in our souls: submission, 
wonder, self-devotedness toa high power: that 
every day of our present life sha!l be seasoned 
with this salt, and the life to come shall follow 
this as the day succeeds the night. 


At the First Baptist. 

“The God-man Speaking from the Cross,” 
was the subiect of Dr. Hawthorne's sermon 
yesterday, 
Christ spoken from the cross. The sermon 
was li:tened to with attentive interest by the 
large congregation, and many were the ex- 
pressions of emotion as the doctor portrayed 
the pathos of the great drama of the crucilix- 
ion. Said the doctor, cach of these seven ex- 
pressions marks a separate scene in the prog- 
ress of the crucifixion. A review of each in 
the order of its occurrence will certainly make 
us exclaim with the Roman soldier: “Surely 
this is the Son of God.’ Nailed to the cross 
on the ground, he was afterwards lifted with 
it, and the cross was then jammed into its 
socket in the rock. Here He must have suf- 
fered His greatest torture, and just here, all 
forgetful. of self, of the agomes of quivering 
nerves and torn flesh, He was most concerned 
for those He came to save. Then He prayed: 
“Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” In the agonies of 
death some may pray for friends, the mother 
for her child. the soldier for his country, but 
Jesus, dying amid tortures extreme, prayed for 
his murderers. After this he was silent for one 
hour, gazed upon by the gathering multitude, 
mocked by the scribes and priests, not ashamed 
toadd their insults to his sufferings. “He 
saved others. himself he cannot save.” They 
unwittingly uttered a grand truth. He, who 
had power to smite the multitude before him, 
could not save both himself and others. So 
must we sacrifice ourselves to save others. He 
who shrinks from standing by the 
right, is shorn of power to touch the 
heart and mould the secret soul 
of man. Every voice he _ heard 
an insult, Citizens, soldiers, priests and scribes 
jeered the King, whose throne was a cross and 
whose crown was a wreath of thorns. His ear 
caught not one note of pity. Y¥et amid this 
chorus of infi umy he was silent. until blended 
with the sound, acry of penitence: “Lord re 
member me when thou comest into thy king- 
dom,’ reached bisears from the dying thief. 
As he sank into the solicitade of death, he 
turned to the dying Jesus and confessed [lim 
Lord and King. I cannot breathe into lan- 
gneve the effect of that modest plea for mercy 
on my suffering Christ. Silentamid bliasphe- 
my, silent when they smote him, silent when 
they spat upon him, silent amid jeers, He 
was not silent when He heard a sinner’s 
prayer. Back went the auswer, in tone angelic. 
This day shall thou be with me _ in 
paradise.”” Arm inarm thou shalt go with me 
through the peamly gates, arm in arm walk 
with me the golden streets. Near the cross, 
stood, among a tew. others, His mother. In 
sympathetic torture, she was enduring with 
Him the agonies of the cross. Sadly He 
thought of His mother’s future, and to John, 
that apostle most like Him in heart and life, 
He here spoke, committing His mother to his 
care, ‘There is something tender in the 
thought that He would have her leave the 
cross and be spared the agonies the last great 
struggle. [t was now full noon, and suddenly 
the heavens grew dark. For three hours there 
was darkness and sileyce—as if (riod was say- 
ing, “Be still and think.” At the 
close of these three hours of 
mortal anguish, amid the silent awe of 
Heaven, his suffering culminated in that crv of 
bitterness. “My God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” That which makes his death peculiar is 
what he suffered when he uttered thatery. It 
was not from physical pain, for six hours amid 
the worst to.ture no ery had escaped his lips. 
What was ii?’ It wasthe tasting of death for 
every man. It was the momentary withdrawal 
of God from his support, and the realization of 
aspiritual death. It was the cry of the lost 
sinner. It wasthe taking unto himself the 
woes of all the sins of men. And then he 
cried: “I thirst.’ How great bis thirst 
must have been, Some one standing by hear! 
that cry and dipping @ sponge in wine, touched 
it to his lips. “I long to meet up yonder, amid 
the glorificd ones, that one who gave my 
saviour to drink in that moment of thirsting,”’ 
then he said faintly, “It is finished,” or aceen- 
plished, He meant that his ministry was 
finished.

A mother’s tear, a reproachful face, a warning 
hand will rise ike a ghost to stand with flam- 
ing sword in the pathway of an erring child. 
Do tot then neglect this blessed memorial that 
smiles upon our virtues and weeps over our 
vices.

3. The Lord’s supperis an act of thanksgiv- 
jing, therefore it is called an eucarist. France 
boners Napoleon, Italy honors Garibaldi, Ger- 
many honers Luther, America honors Wash- 
ingtcn.

5, It isan actof testimony. Every commu- 
nien service is a link that binds us to the chain 
that reaches back to the upper chamber of Je- 
rusalem. Every band that takes this cup joins 
hands with the succession of priestly hands 
that reach back to those pierced hands of Cal- 
vary. 

G. The Lord's supper is an act of expec tancy. 
“We show forth the Lord’s death till he come.’ 
We net only go up to the altaron the moun- 
tain top to see the sun of righteousness sink 
into a sea of blood, but we linger through the 

night and watch for the coming dawn. 

These, then, are the aspects at this feast, 
these the lessons, these the obligations. No 
appeal to terror, no bribe to selfishness, but 
considerations that appeal to duty, love, grati- 
tude and al! that is high and good and true in 
your soul.
